INTRODUCTION 


Last  year  at  the  Davis  Reunion,  we  were  appointed  to  research  the  history  of 
our  family.  Since  that  time,  we  have  found  enough  information  which  we  thought 
was  of  sufficient  interest  to  the  family  to  have  a  book  printed.  Among  the 
locations  which  we  have  visited  to  gather  this  information  are  High  Point  Public 
Library,  Greensboro  Public  Library,  Guilford  College  Library,  Rowan  Public  Lib¬ 
rary  in  Salisbury,  the  State  Department  of  Archives  and  History,  the  Land  Grant 
Office  in  Raleigh,  Davidson  County  Courthouse,  and  the  Rowan  County  Courthouse,

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We  have  included  a  number  of  documents,  such  as  deeds  and  wills,  in  this  book. 
In  copying  these,  we  have  tried  to  observe  the  spelling,  punctuation,  and  capitali¬ 
zation  in  the  original  records.  We  believe  this  will  be  more  interesting  than  if 
we  tried  to  correct  these  mistakes. 

Let  us  say  just  a  word  about  the  Davis  home  in  the  Abbott's  Creek  Community. 
Its  location  is  where  the  first  William  Davis  settled.  Today  it  is  owned  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  William  P.  Davis.  The  earliest  remembrances  which  living  members  of  the 
family  have  is  of  two  separate  buildings.  One,  the  "lower  house,"  stood  southwest 
of  the  present  house.  This  was  a  one-room  log  building  and  is  believed  to  be  one 
of  the  earliest  dwellings  built  by  the  Davises.  The  other  building  included  the 
east  half  of  the  present  house  with  a  log  kitchen  connected  to  it  which  ran  from 
east  to  west.  This  log  kitchen  was  partitioned  and  included  the  kitchen  and  din¬ 
ing  room.  About  1904  the  "lower  house"  and  log  kitchen  were  torn  down  and  a  new 
part  added  where  the  kitchen  had  been,  except  this  new  part  runs  from  north  to 
south.  The  east  part  of  the  present  house,  believed  to  be  well  over  100  years  old, 
is  the  oldest  part  of  the  house  remaining.  It  is  a  story  and  a  half,  and  contains 
one  room  and  a  hall  downstairs  and  two  rooms  upstairs. 

Once  again  let  us  express  our  appreciation  to  those  of  you  who  have  made  this 
book  possible.

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THE  ANCESTORS  AND  DESCENDANTS  OF  KEZIAH  WHEELER 
DAVIS  AND  WILLIAM  DAVIS  III 

According  to  tradition  handed  down  through  the  Davis  family  for  a  number  of 
years  "the  first  William  Davis  settled  at  the  old  home  site  before  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War  and  paid  taxes  to  the  king  of  England."  We  do  not  know  where  the  Davises 
came  from,  nor  when  they  settled  at  the  old  home.  It  is  said  that  the  Davises  were 
originally  Scotch-lrish.  One  source  says  the  Davises  were  from  Ireland  and  the 
Wheelers  from  Scotland.  The  Davis  home  is  now  in  Davidson  County,  but  this  county 
was  not  formed  until  1822.  The  Davis  property  was  in  Rowan  County  from  1753  un¬ 
til  Davidson  County  was  formed.  Thus,  early  reasrds  about  the  family  are  in  Salis¬ 
bury,  the  County  seat  of  Rowan  County.  The  earliest  record  of  the  Davis  family 
which  has  been  located  is  in  Salisbury  and  is  headed  "List  of  Taxable  Persons  in 
Rowan  County  in  the  Year  l?59»  Found  in  Bad  Condition  in  the  Walls  of  the  Old 
Court  House  in  19144.  by  William  D.  Kizziah,  Register  of  Deeds  and  Transcribed  by 
him."  There  is  a  handwritten  note  on  this  tax  list  signed  by  W.  D.  Kizziah, 
Register  of  Deeds  declaring  this  to  be  the  earliest  tax  list  ever  found  in 
Rowan  County.  William  Davis'  name  is  on  this  tax  list,  thus  we  know  the  Davises 
were  living  in  Rowan  County  (now  Davidson  County)  in  1759*  Also  this  country  was 
still  a  British  colony  at  this  time,  and  the  Davises  were  paying  taxes  indirectly 
to  the  king  of  England. 

William  Davis'  name  continues  to  be  on  tax  lists  in  the  years  following 
1759*  In  addition,  in  1761  his  name  appears  on  a  list  of  "Tithables"  taken  by 
Constable  Thomas  Stilwell.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  this  tithables  list 
referred  to  a  tax  of  ten  percent  of  one's  income  to  support  the  Church  of  England. 

In  1778  the  tax  list  for  Rowan  County  is  divided  into  districts  and  William 
Davis  is  listed  as  living  in  the  "Davis  district"  of  Rowan  County. 

There  is  also  a  tradition  that  this  first  William  Davis  fought  in  the 


Revolutionary  War  for  seven  years.  This  we  have  not  been  able  to  prove.  (The  dates 
for  this  war  were  1 775— • 783 • )  There  are  reoords  at  the  National  Archives  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  0.  C.  of  only  two  William  Davises  from  North  Carolina  who  were  in  the 
Revolutionary  War.  One  of  these  men  was  in  the  1st  North  Carolina  Continental 
Battalion  from  September  I,  1775  to  September  I,  1778.  He  received  two  promotions, 
reaching  the  rank  of  captain.  In  September  1778  he  was  transferred  to  "one  of  the 
four  regiments  in  Carolina."  The  other  William  Davis  listed  in  the  National 
Archives  as  being  from  North  Carolina  is  listed  on  the  roll  of  Captain  Clement 
Hall's  Company  in  the  2nd  N.  C.  Battalion  commanded  by  Colonel  John  Patten.  He 
was  commissioned  or  enlisted  on  November  7»  1776,  and  served  evidently  during  the 
entire  war.  He  was  in  two  "occurrences"  one  in  June  of  1778  and  the  other  on 
April  I,  1779*  We  do  not  know  if  either  one  of  these  William  Davises  was  our 
ancestor. 

In  addition  to  this  information,  we  have  located,  in  a  book  entitled 
PATR I OT  I NDEX ,  the  name  of  William  Davis.  This  book  was  compiled  by  the  Daugh¬ 
ters  of  the  American  Revolution  and  included  names  of  persons  who  are  known  te 
have  rendered  service  to  the  American  colonists  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 
Although  we  are  not  certain  that  this  is  our  ancestor  either,  the  information 
seems  to  fit  himj  William  Davis,  born  about  1755.  died  April  13,  I799»  married 
Elizabeth  — .  He  was  from  North  Carolina,  and  rendered  Patrotic  Service.  This 
is  all  this  book  says  about  him.  We  do  know  that  our  ancestor  died  in  1799  and 
that  his  wife  was  named  Elizabeth. 

There  has  been  an  incident  told  since  the  Revolutionary  War,  that  the  British 
soldiers  (redcoats)  went  in  the  Davis  home  on  one  occasion  during  the  war.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  this  story,  the  redcoats  entered  the  house  when  one  of  the  Davis  children 
was  three  days  old.  (It  is  believed  that  this  child's  name  was  Elizabeth.  We 
know  that  William  Davis  I  did  have  a  daughter  Elizabeth.)  The  soldiers  held  clubs 
over  the  mother  to  keep  her  from  crying  out.  The  family  had  hidden  their  meat. 
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but  the  redcoats  took  the  good  horses  which  belonged  to  the  Davises  and  left  their 
old  wornout  ones.  During  this  incident  a  hole  was  either  shot  or  knocked  in  a 
wail  of  this  log  house. 

We  know  that  in  February  of  1 78 1  Lord  Cornwallis,  a  British  general,  and 
his  forces  went  through  Rowan  County.  This  was  the  only  time,  to  the  best  of  our 
knowledge,  that  British  soldiers  (redcoats)  were  in  this  area.  Thus,  we  believe 
that  this  was  the  time  that  the  above  incident  took  place.  General  Nathanael  Greene, 
an  American  general,  and  his  troops  camped  about  one  mile  from  the  Davis  home,  at 
Abbott's  Creek  Baptist  Church  in  February  of  1781.  Greene  was  retreating  before 
Cornwallis.  They  finally  met  and  fought  on  March  15,  1781  at  Guilford  Courthouse. 

It  seems  reasonable  that  Cornwallis'  men  came,  at  least,  near  the  Davis  home, 
since  they  were  chasing  General  Greene. 

There  has  been  a  third  tradition  in  the  Davis  family:  that  the  Davis  land 

was  originally  a  grant.  This  has  definitely  been  proven.  William  Davis  and 

Henry  Davis  were  granted  500  acres  of  land  by  the  Governor  of  North  Carolina  on 

October  10,  I783«  William  Davis  alone  was  granted  200  acres  of  land  on  this  same 

day.  The  original  land  grants  and  the  plats  drawn  by  the  surveyors  who  ran  off 

the  land  are  in  the  Land  Grant  Office  in  Raleigh.  The  fallowing  is  a  copy  of  the 

grant  to  William  and  Henry  Davis: 

State  of  North  Carolina 
No.  519*  Know  ye  that  We  have  granted 
unto  Henry  and  William  Davis  five  hundred 
acres  of  Land  in  Rowan  County  On  the  waters 
of  Abbits  creek  Beginning  at  pointers  in 
William  Spurgeon  Line  thence  running  East 
eighty  chains  to  a  post  Oak  sapling 
thence  North  sixty  two  chains  and  fifty 
Links  to  a  post  Oak  sapling  the  South 
East  corner  of  said  Land  Lately  Surveyed 
for  James  Younger  thence  west  eighty  chains 
to  pointers  and  thence  South  binding  on  said 
Spurgeons  Line  Sixty  two  chains  and  fifty 
links  to  the  Begining  To  hold  unto  the  said 
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Henry  &  William  Davis  their  Heirs  and  Assigns 
for  ever  dated  the  10th  day  of  October  1783*

Joining  on  the  South  Side  of  James  Younger's  Entry, 
and  on  The  West  Side  of  William  Thatcher  and  John 
Hall's  Deeded  Land  including  and  Improvement  Bought 
from  John  Jackson 

Observing  The  Directions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
in  Such  case  made  and  provided  for  running  out  Lands. 

Two  j'ust  &  fair  plans  of  Such  Survey  with  a  proper 
Certificate  Annexed  To  each  you  are  to  transmit  with 
This  Warrant  to  The  Secretary's  office  without  Delay.

The  land  grant  to  William  Davis  alone  reads  thus: 

State  of  North  Carolina 

No.  305  Know  Ye  that  We  have  granted  unto  William 
Davis  Two  hundred  Acres  of  Land  in  Rowan  County 
On  the  waters  of  Abbits  creek  Begining  at  the 
North  west  corner  of  William  Thatchers  Lot  being 
a  post  Oak  tree  thence  runing  West  five  chains 
thence  North  one  chain  to  the  corner  of  James 
youngers  Lot  thence  west  nine  chains  thence  North 
ten  chains  thence  west  fourteen  Chains  to  the 
Line  of  a  piece  of  Land  belonging  to  Henry  Davis 
thence  South  forty  five  chains  to  the  corner  of 
the  said  William  Davis  other  Land  thence  west 
twelve  Chains  to  the  corner  of  John  Monrows  Lot 
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thence  South  twenty  chains  to  a  black  oak  tree 
thence  East  forty  two  Chains  to  John  Hiats  Line 
and  thence  North  binding  on  John  Hiat  and  William 
Thatchers  Lines  sixty  one  chains  to  the  Begining 
To  hold  unto  the  said  William  Davis  his  Heirs  and 
Assigns  forever  dated  the  10th  Day  ©f  October  1783*

There  were  stipulations  to  these  land  grants  which  are  listed  on  the  deeds  in 
Salisbury.  William  Davis  had  to  pay  the  sum  of  50  shillings  for  every  100  acres  of 
land.  (According  to  Webster's  Dictionary,  a  shilling  in  colonial  America  was  worth 
between  twelve  and  sixteen  cents.)  Also  he  had  to  pay  "such  sums  of  money  yearly 
or  otherwise"  as  the  General  Assembly  "from  time  to  time  may  direct."  He,  in  addi¬ 
tion,  had  to  register  this  grant  with  the  court  of  Rowan  County  within  twelve  months. 
There  was  also  a  smaller  grant  of  twenty-five  acres  in  Rowan  County  "on  the  waters 
of  Abbott's  Creek"  for  the  sum  of  ten  pounds  for  every  hundred  acres.  There  are  a 
number  of  land  transactions  recorded  in  Salisbury  which  involved  William  Davis. 

Among  these  are  William  Davis'  buying  land  from  John  Pegg,  John  Davis,  and  Asell 
Hitchcock  and  Phi  I  I  ip  Mock's  buying  land  from  William  Davis.  William  and  Henry 
Davis  divided  their  500  acre  grant  with  William's  taking  the  southern  250  acres  and 
Henry's  taking  the  northern  250  acres.  (This  500  acre  grant  was  a  perfect  rectangle.) 
We  do  not  know  who  Henry  Davis  was.  A  guess  is  that  he  and  William  were  brothers. 
Henry  did  have  more  than  2500  acres  of  land  granted  to  him. 

The  first  national  census,  taken  in  1790,  lists  William  Davis  as  living  in  the 
Salisbury  District  of  Rowan  County.  Only  the  name  of  the  head  of  the  family  was 
given  with  the  rest  of  the  family  listed  according  to  age  and  sex.  In  William 
Davis'  family  in  1790  there  were  two  free  white  males  of  sixteen  years  and  upward, 
including  the  head  of  the  family;  two  free  white  males  under  sixteen  years;  and 
three  free  white  females. 

There  is  a  will  made  by  William  Davis  in  1799  which  is  recorded  in  Rowan  County

(Book  E,  page  247)«  We  believe  this  to  be  of  interest  to  everyone  so  we  are  print¬ 
ing  it  be  low i 

The  26th  day  of  Feb.  1799*  In  the  name  of  God  Amen. 

I.  William  Davis  of  Rowan  County  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  being  weak  of  body 
but  of  perfect  mind  and  memory  thanks  be  given  to  God;  therefore  calling  to  mind  the 
mortality  of  my  body  and  knowing  that  it  is  appointed  unto  all  men  once  to  die  do 
make  and  ordain  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament.  Principally,  give  my  soul  into  the 
hands  of  God  who  gave  it  and  for  my  body  I  recommend  to  the  earth  to  be  buried  in  a 
decent  and  Christian  like  manner  at  the  discretion  of  my  executors,  nothing  doubting 
but  at  the  General  Resurrection  I  shall  receive  the  same  again  by  the  mighty  power 
of  God.  And  as  touching  such  worldly  estate  wherewith  it  has  pleased  God  to  bless  me 
in  this  life,  I  give  and  devise  and  dispose  of  the  following  manner  and  form: 

Imprimis:  It  is  my  will  that  in  the  first  place  my  funeral  expenses  be  paid  out  of 
my  movable  estate. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  well  beloved  wife  two  cows  and  all  my  household  goods  except 
what  is  heretofore  mentioned. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  son  John  Davis  5  shillings  together  with  what  I  have  already 
given  him  as  his  share  of  my  estate. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  son  Solomon  Davis  5  shillings  as  his  share  of  my  estate,  together 
with  what  I  have  already  given  him. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  daughter  Prudence  5  shillings  together  with  what  I  have  already 
given  her. 

Item.  I  give  my  daughter  Grace  5  shillings  together  with  what  I  have  already  given 
her  as  her  share  of  my  estate. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth  5  shillings  together  with  what  I  have  already 
given  to  her  as  her  share  of  my  estate. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  daughter  Keziah  a  feather  bed  and  common  furniture  and  a  cow. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  daughter  Sarah,  a  cow  and  feather  bed  and  common  furniture. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  daughter  Martha,  a  cow,  a  feather  bed  and  common  furniture. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  two  sons  William  and  Joseph,  (Davis)  all  the  remaining  part  of 

my  movable  estate  upon  condition  that  they  pay  a  I  I  my  just  debts  except  what  I  owe 
to  Henry  Davis  for  the  plantation  I  have  lately  purchased  from  him. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  son  William  Davis  the  plantation  whereon  I  now  live  lying  in 
the  same  county  on  the  east  side  of  William  Manlove  and  James  Evans  lines,  contain¬ 
ing  upward  of  li*0  acres  be  it  more  or  less  to  him,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  forever, 
on  condition  that  he  provide  for  his  own  Mother  a  sufficient  maintenance  to  her 
satisfaction  during  the  time  she  remains  my  widow. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  son  Joseph  Davis  my  plantation  that  lies  west  of  Wi I  I iam  Manloves 
containing  about  200  acres  and  also  I  give  to  my  son  Joseph  Davis  the  plantation  I 
have  lastly  purchased  of  Henry  Davis,  lying  north  of  my  homestead  plantation  and  con¬ 
taining  about  205  acres,  to  him  and  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  upon  condition 
that  my  son  Joseph  Davis  does  pay  what  is  yet  unpaid  toward  the  plantation  that  I 
purchased  from  Henry  Davis  and  in  case  either  of  my  two  sons  William  and  Joseph  Davis 
does  die  without  leaving  lawful  living  issue  the  survivor  shall  have  the  whole  of  the 
lands  and  property  that  I  have  given  to  both  of  them. 

And  lastly,  I  do  appoint  and  nominate  my  two  sons  William  and  Joseph,  my  only  and 
sole  executors  to  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament.  I  do  hereby  revoke  and  disannul 
all  former  wills  and  testaments  by  me  made  before  this  time,  named,  willed  and  be¬ 
queathed,  certifying  and  confirming  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  last  Will  and  Testament. 
In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  the  year  and  day  above 
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written. 

Signed,  sealed  and  published  by  the  said  William  Davis  as  his  last  Will  and  Testa¬ 
ment  in  the  presence  of  us  subscribers.

The  probation  date  for  this  Will  was  I799>  which  means  that  William  Davis  died  the 
same  year  he  wrote  his  will.  His  wife  also  made  a  wi I  I  recorded  in  Rowan  County: 
State  of  North  Carolina,  Rowan  County. 

In  the  Name  of  God  Amen.  I,  Elizabeth  Davis  of  Rowan  County,  being  of  sound  and 
perfect  mind  and  memory,  do  this  21st  day  of  Dec.  1815  in  the  year  of  our  Lord, 
make  and  publish  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  in  manner  following  that  is  to  say: 
1st,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  son  William  Davis  23  acres  of  land  lying  in 
Guilford  County  on  the  right  fork  of  Abbotts  Creek  and  also  all  my  household  furni¬ 
ture  and  2  cows,  I  calf,  3  sheep,  and  I  hereby  make  and  ordain  my  beloved  son 
William  Davis  Executor  of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament.  In  witness  whereof  1, 
the  said  Elizabeth  Davis,  have  to  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  set  my  hand  and 
seal  the  day  and  year  above  written. 

Signed,  sealed,  published,  and  declared  by  the  said  Elizabeth  Davis  as  her  last 
Will  and  Testament  in  the  presence  of  us  who  were  present  at  the  time  of  signing 
and  sealing  thereof.

This  will  is  recorded  in  Book  H,  page  135  and  was  probated  in  1821.  According  to 
records  in  the  Rowan  County  Public  Library,  Elizabeth  Davis  died  in  1818. 

We  know  little  about  the  children  of  this  first  William  Davis  other  than  about 


his  son  William  who  was  our  ancestor.  The  daughter  Keziah,  to  whom  he  left  "a 
feather  bed  and  common  furniture  and  a  cow,"  married  William  Raper,  Jr.  in  1791. 
Her  tombstone  is  still  standing  in  Abbott’s  Creek  Primitive  Baptist  Cemetery.  She 
was  born  October  27,  1775  and  died  May  27,  1 85 1 . 

The  second  William  Davis,  to  whom  his  father  left  the  home  "plantation"  and 
who  was  executor  of  his  father's  estate  along  with  his  brother  Joseph,  was  born 
May  2,  1778.  He  married  Leah  Smith  on  March  J+,  1 799 *  We  know  nothing  about  her 
other  than  the  dates  of  her  birth  and  death.  (She  was  born  August  8,  1781.)  The 
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fol lowing  Information  is  from  a  book  entitled  "N.  C.  Bible  Record,  Church  Records, 
and  Genealogies"  which  was  compiled  by  the  Alexander  Martin  Chapter  of  the  Daughters 
of  the  American  Revolution  in  High  Point  about  1930*  This  information  is  said  to  be 
from  a  Bible  owned  by  Mrs,  C.  A.  Davis,  Station  "B",  High  Point,  N.  C.  It  is  a  list 
of  the  children  of  William  and  Leah  Smith  Davis  with  their  birthdates  and  other  in¬ 
formation  about  them.  They  had  fourteen  children:

Leah  Smith  Davis  died  January  lit,  1836  and  was  buried  in  Abbott’s  Creek  Primitive 
Baptist  Cemetery.  Her  tombstone  has  broken  off  and  is  now  laying  flat  on  the  ground, 
but  parts  of  the  inscription  are  still  legible.  Her  husband,  William,  married  a  second 
time  to  a  woman  whose  first  name  was  Naomi.  This  is  all  we  know  about  her  other  than 
that  she  and  William  had  one  child,  Hannah,  born  December  II4.,  I838. 

We  know  a  few  scattered  facts  about  the  children  of  this  second  William  Davis. 
Elizabeth  and  her  husband  James  Welch  had  six  children:  William  Welch,  Keziah  Welch 
Welborn,  Rachel  Welch  Wright,  Davis  Welch,  Sarah  Welch  Nutt,  and  Elizabeth  Welch 
Hayworth.  Rachel  Davis  Welch  and  her  husband  Elij'ah  Welch  had  nine  children:  Albert, 
Sarah,  Wesley,  Jonathan,  Lucinda,  Moses,  John,  Cyrus  and  Louisa.  John  Davis  went  to 
West  Virginia  and  settled  there.  Martha  Davis  was  the  second  wife  of  Joseph  Davis  who 
was  the  son  of  Solomon  Davis.  (So  they  were  probably  related.)  Sarah  Davis  Craven 
and  Orren  Craven  had  seven  children:  Sanford,  Albert,  Solomon,  Wesley,  William, 


(Since  the  following  information  has  been  made  available  to  us  by  the  family  of 
the  late  Mrs.  Walter  (Jane  Davis)  Smith,  we  are  including  the  descendants  ©f  Uncle 
Solomon  Davis,  the  brother  of  William  Davis  III.  This  information  is  exactly  as 
Mrs.  Smith  wrote  it  and  has  not  been  brought  up-to-date. 

Solomon  Davis  married  Sarah  Robertson.  They  had  nine  childrens  Leah  Elvira

They  had  seven  children;  Vetura 
Ann  Bodenheimer,  Arthur  B.  Bodenheimer,  Roella  J.  Bodenheimer,  Lucretia  B.  Boden¬ 
heimer,  Willie  D.  Bodenheimer,  Charles  E.  Bodenheimer,  and  Mary  A.  Bodenheimer. 

Vetura  Ann  Bodenheimer  died  in  infancy. 

Arthur  Bodenheimer  married  Mattie  J.  Mendenhall.  They  had  seven  children; 

Allan  R.  Bodenheimer,  Hal  M.  Bodenheimer,  Fred  A.  Bodenheimer,  Robah  H.  Bodenheimer, 
Vernon  E.  Bodenheimer,  Ella  Ruth  Bodenheimer,  and  Edwin  Bodenheimer.

She  had  no 
children.  She  and  her  husbands  are  buried  at  Abbott's  Creek  Primitive  Baptist 
Church. 

Louzena  Davis,  the  third  child  of  Solomon  and  Sarah  Robertson  Davis,  never 
married.  She  is  buried  at  Abbott's  Creek  Primitive  Baptist  Church. 
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Rachel  Jane  Davis,  the  fourth  child  of  Solomon  and  Sarah  Robertson  Davis, 
married  William  Wright,  They  had  seven  children:  John  Wright,  Cora  Wright,  Sal  lie 
Wright,  Carrie  Wright,  Edgar  Wright,  Lena  Wright,  and  Lee  Wright, 

John  Wright,  Cora  Wright,  and  Sal  lie  Wright  died  when  small, 

Carrie  Wright  married  Pleasant  Kennedy.  They  had  four  children*  William 
Kennedy,  Avery  Kennedy,  Vernon  Kennedy,  and  Clarence  Kennedy.  William  Kennedy 
married  a  Miss  Fields.  They  have  one  son  Fred  Kennedy.  Avery  Kennedy  married  a 
Miss  Yokley.  They  have  four  children;  Trenton  Kennedy,  Billy  Joe  Kennedy,  Ruth 
Kennedy,  and  Jean  Kennedy.  Vernon  Kennedy  did  not  marry.  Clarence  Kennedy  did 
marry. 


Edgar  Wright  did  not  marry.

01  lie  May  Davis,  the  fourth  child  of  Joseph  and  Martha  Davis,  never  married. 

Harrison  Davis,  the  eighth  child  of  Solomon  and  Sarah  Robertson  Davis,  married 
Roxanna  Hayworth.  They  had  three  children;  Dora  Bell  Davis,  Lizzie  Davis,  and 
Cora  May  Davis. 

Dora  Bell  Davis  died  in  infancy. 

Lizzie  Davis  married  John  Wesley  Imes.  They  have  one  daughter,  Mary  Lou  Imes, 
who  married  Ray  Pearce.  They  have  one  daughter,  Linda  Sue  Pearce. 

Cora  Davis  married  Ben  Dillon.  They  have  four  children:  Worth  Dillon,  Mary 
Ruth  Dillon,  Billy  Dillon,  and  Robert  Dillon. 

Harrison  Davis  is  buried  at  Mechanicsvi I le  Primitive  Baptist  Church. 

Mahala  Ann  Davis  (Aunt  Sis)  married  Yancey  Williard.  They  had  no  children. 

She  is  buried  at  Abbott's  Creek. 

As  we  have  mentioned,  this  information  has  not  been  brought  up  to  date.  Also, 
some  of  the  spelling  may  be  incorrect.  We  will  now  return  to  tracing  our  more  direct 
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ancestors.) 

The  tenth  child  of  William  and  Leah  Smith  Davis,  William  Davi s  III,  who  marr i ed 
Keziah  Wheeler  was  our  ancestor.  The  earliest  deed  on  the  Davis  land  which  is  in 
Lexington,  the  county  seat  of  Davidson  County,  involves  the  transfer  of  the  land  from 
William  Davis  II  to  William  Davis  III.  This  deed  reads  as  f o I  lows: 

This  Indenture  made  the  twenty  second  day  of  August  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  Eight  hundred  and  forty  Between  William  Davis  Senior  of  the 
County  of  Davidson  and  State  of  North  Carolina  of  the  one  part  and  William 
Davis  Junior  of  the  County  and  State  aforesaid  of  the  other  part  Witnesseth 
that  the  said  William  Davis  Senior  for  and  in  Consideration  of  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  to  him  in  handpaid  the  receipt  whereof  he  doth  hereby 
acknowledge  hath  granted  bargained  &  sold  aliened  Conveyed  and  Confirmed 
and  by  these  presents  doth  grant  bargain  and  sell  alien  Convey  and  Confirm 
unto  said  William  Davis  Junior  his  heirs  and  Assigns  for  ever  all  that 
piece  parcel  or  tract  of  land  whereon  the  said  William  Davis  Senior  now  re¬ 
sides  Situate  lying  and  being  in  the  County  and  State  aforesaid  on  the  Waters 
of  Abbotts  Creek  Beginning  at  a  White  Oak  below  the  Fayetteville  road  Evans' 
Corner  running  thence  South  three  degrees  East  Ten  Chains  and  twenty  links 
to  a  Stone  Allison  Davis'  Corner,  thence  South  29  degrees  East  eight  Chains 
&  fifty  links  to  a  Hickory  Stump,  thence  South  5U  degrees  East  three  Chains 
to  a  Walnut  thence  South  79  degrees  East  Six  Chains  to  a  Stake  thence  East 
twenty  six  Chains  and  forty  five  links  to  a  Stake  in  William  Wilborns  line 
thence  North  with  said  line  and  Joshua  Hedgcocks  line  thirty  seven  Chains 
and  twenty  five  links  to  a  Black  Jack  Stump  Nearly  in  the  Ridge  road  Henry 
Sapps  Corner,  thence  West  with  said  Sapps  line  thirteen  Chains  and  seventy 
five  links  to  a  Small  Crab  Apple  tree,  thence  North  with  said  Sapps  line  Ten 
Chains  and  Sixty  links  to  a  Stake  Youngers  Corner  thence  West  with  Youngers 
line  twenty  six  Chains  and  fifty  links  to  a  small  sweet  or  Black  gum,  thence 
South  5  degrees  East  with  Evans'  line  ten  Chains  and  twenty  five  links  to  a 
Post  Oak,  Thence  South  Sixteen  chains  and  seventy  links  to  the  Beginning 
Containing  one  hundred  and  sixty  nine  and  a  fourth  Acres  be  the  same  more  or 
less  with  all  and  singular  the  woods  waters,  ways  mines  minerals  and  Appurten¬ 
ances  thereunto  belonging  or  in  any  wise  appertaining  to  him  the  said  William 
Davis  Junior  and  to  his  heirs  and  Assigns  forever  and  the  said  William  Davis 
Senior  for  himself  his  heirs  Executors  Administrators  and  Assigns  will  and  by 
these  presents  doth  warrant  the  right,  title  and  claim  to  the  aforesaid 
premises  to  be  free  from  the  right  title  and  Claim  of  any  person  or  persons 
and  from  all  Incumbrance  whatsoever  to  the  said  William  Davis  Junior  his 
heirs  Executors  Admi nistrators  and  Assigns  forever.  In  Witness  whereof  I 
the  said  William  Davis  Senior  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  Affixed  my  Seal 
The  day  and  date  first  above  written 

Signed  Sealed  and  delivered  William  Davis  (seal)

William  Davis  II  died  on  May  23,  181$,  and  was  buried  in  Abbott's  Creek  Primi¬ 


tive  Baptist  Cemetery.  His  tombstone  is  still  standing 
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On  October  Jl ,  I  Qi-i.3 »  William  Davis  III  married  Keziah  Chipman  Wheeler  from 
the  Deep  River  Community.  Their  marriage  bond  is  in  Guilford  County  and  is  dated 
October  28,  I Qi+3 •  Their  bondsman  was  Elijah  Welch,  William  Davis  Ill's  brother- 
in-law  and  Keziah  Wheeler's  uncle. 

We  will  now  stop  temporarily  and  backtrack  to  trace  the  ancestry  of  Keziah 
Chipman  Wheeler.  Tnen  we  will  once  again  pick  up  the  Davis  family  history.  Our 
information  about  the  Wheeler  family  came  mainly  from  two  sources:  Miss  Ada 
Wheeler  and  a  book  entitled.  Genealogy  of  the  Gordon-Macy,  Hiddleston-Curtis  and 
A I  lied  Fami lies.  Our  information  about  the  earliest  history  of  the  family  came 
from  this  book.  We  can  trace  certain  branches  of  the  family  back  into  the  l&OO's, 
for  the  sake  of  clarity  we  will  only  go  as  far  back  as  Keziah  Wheeler's  great- 
grandparents.  We  will  only  state  that  we  had  ancestors  who  came  to  this  country 
from  England,  Wales,  Scotland,  Holland,  France,  and  Ireland  in  the  l600's.  (Anyone 
who  would  like  to  know  these  earliest  names  can  get  them  from  Charlie  B.  Davis  or 
Jacky  Davis.)  We  will  begi n  wi th  the  name  of  John  Wheeler  (ill),  who  was  born  in 
Sussex  County,  Delaware  in  1725  and  died  before  i 779 •  He  was  the  son  of  John 
Wheeler  II  .  He  married  Kezia  Man  love  on  February  26,  1 7^4-5  -  She  was  born  in  1726 
in  Kent  County,  Delaware,  and  died  probably  by  1762.  She  was  the  daughter  of  William 
Manlove  and  Elizabeth  Browne  Manlove.  Among  other  children,  John  and  Kezia  Manlove 
Wheeler  had  a  son,  Manlove  Wheeler,  born  about  1748  in  Kent  County  Delaware.  He 
came  to  North  Carolina  and  settled  near  Deep  River  Friends  Meeting.  He  was  in  the 
original  membership  of  Deep  River.  On  March  3I»  1774  he  married  Hannah  Mills.  We 
will  now  trace  her  ancestry. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  Henry  Mills  and  Hannah  Thornburgh  Mills.  Her  father 
was  the  son  of  John  Mills  and  Rachel  Bates  Mills.  Henry  Mills  was  born  September 
23,  1720  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania  and  died  October  10,  1810.  On  January  18, 
1740  he  married  Hannah  Thornburgh  in  Virginia.  Henry  Mills  was  one  of  the  original 
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members  of  New  Garden  Friends  Monthly  Meeting.  On  February  22,  1755  tie  was  appoin¬ 
ted  overseer  at  New  Garden.  (The  original  site  of  this  meeting  is  on  the  campus 
of  Guilford  College  in  Greensboro,  N.  C.)  We  might  mention  that  Henry  Mills' 
brother,  John  Mills,  had  a  grandson,  Nathan  Hunt*  who  founded  Guilford  College  as 
New  Garden  Boarding  School  in  1 837* 

Henry  and  Hannah  Thornburgh  Mills  had  ten  children.  According  to  the  records 

of  New  Garden  Fniends  Monthly  Meeting  these  were  the  names  of  their  children;

In  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  January  29,  1 77^4-  at  New  Garden  it  is  stated  that 
Manlove  Wheeler  of  Deep  River  was  received  by  request,  and  it  is  also  stated  that 
on  March  31*  1 77^4-  Manlove  Wheeler  of  Deep  River  in  Guilford  County  married  Hannah 
Mills.  (She  was  the  fifth  child  of  Henry  and  Hannah  Mills.  Note  this  above.) 

At  this  time  it  was  the  custom  for  a  Quaker  man  who  wanted  to  marry  a  woman  from 
another  meeting  to  join  her  meeting.  Then  they  could  be  married.  This  is  evidently 
what  Manlove  Wheeler  did. 

On  September  7*  1778  the  first  meeting  of  Deep  River  Monthly  Meeting  was  held. 
Both  Manlove  Wheeler  and  Henry  Mills  were  in  the  original  membership  here.  It  is 
said  that  Henry  Mills  sat  at  the  head  of  Deep  River  Meeting  for  many  years.  In  the 
minutes  of  Deep  River  for  June  U>  1781,  it  is  recorded  that  Hannah  Mills  (Henry 
Mills'  wife)  was  received  on  certificate  from  New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting.  It  is 
later  recorded  that  Hannah  Mills,  wife  of  Henry  died  March  27,  1791  in  her  66th 
year.  So  this  would  place  her  birthdate  in  1 725  or  1726.  Henry  Mills  died  October 
10,  1810. 
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Now  we  will  give  the  children  of  Henry  and  Hannah  Wills'  daughter  Hannah  and 
her  husband  Wanlove  Wheeler.  They  are  listed  in  the  record  of  Deep  River  Wonthly 
Meeting  thuslys

John,  the  fifth  child  of  Manlove  and  Hannah  Mills  Wheeler,  is  the  one  with  whom 
we  are  concerned.  Although  he  is  listed  as  dying  the  same  day  as  he  was  born,  it 
is  stated  in  the  Gordan-Macy  genealogy,  to  which  we  have  referred,  that  John  Wheeler 
married  Keziah  Welch.  There  is  a  tombstone  in  Deep  River  Cemetery  which  reads:  "John 
Wheeler,  son  of  Manlove  Wheeler,  born  May  25,  1 783 »  died  September  29,  I SLUd-. ”  Notice 
that  this  birth  date  varies  by  only  four  days  from  that  of  Manlove  and  Hannah 
Wheeler's  son,  and  one  of  those  two  birth  dates  could  easily  be  a  mistake.  We  know 
that  Manlove  Wheeler  and  Hannah  Mills  Wheeler  were  the  names  of  the  parents  of  the 
John  Wheeler  from  whom  we  are  descended.  This  information  was  given  to  us  by  Miss 
Ada  Wheeler  whose  father  passed  it  along  to  her.  Surely  there  would  not  be  two 
couples  with  identical  names  within  one  meeting.  At  any  rate  we  are  certain  that 
John  Wheeler  vitro  was  our  ancestor  is  the  same  one  who  was  mistakenly  listed  as 
dying  the  day  he  was  born. 

John  Wheeler,  Keziah  Wheeler's  father,  was  put  out  of  Deep  River  Monthly 
Meeting  because  he  married  a  Baptist.  It  is  remembered  that  Keziah  Wheeler  Davis 
told  this  saying  that  the  meeting  turned  him  out  for  marrying  "out  of  the  Lord." 

In  the  minutes  of  the  monthly  meeting  of  Deep  River  held  "the  l±th  of  the  3rd  month 
1811"  the  clerk  recorded  that: 

Deep  River  preparative  meeting  complains  of  John  Wheeler  for 
accomplishing  his  marriage  contrary  to  discipline.  This  meeting  disowns 
him  from  being  a  member  thereof.  Jesse  Moses  is  appointed  to  inform 
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him  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  against  him  and  report 
his  case  to  (the)  next  meeting. 

But  there  is  no  record  of  his  case's  being  reported  either  at  the  next  meeting  or 
any  succeeding  meeting.  We  must  assume  that  this  was  our  John  Wheeler,  for  we 
know  he  was  put  out  and  we  know  his  and  his  wife's  first  child  was  born  in  November 


of  181 1 . 

From  now  on  our  records  of  the  Wheeler  family  are  definitely  correct.  John 

Wheeler  married  Keziah  Welch.  She  was  the  daughter  of  William  Welch  and  Mary  King 

Welch  who  came  from  Maryland  to  North  Carolina  about  1795  and  settled  in  Guilford 

County  a  short  distance  from  Abbott's  Creek  Church.  William  Welch  was  born  October 

I,  1761  and  died  February  I9>  I6I4.8.  His  wife  was  born  September  I7»  1761+  and  died 

March  23,  1835*  William  Welch  married  Mary  King  on  March  6,  1785*  They  are  both 

buried  at  Abbott's  Creek  Primitive  Baptist  Church.  Their  children  were:

This  listing  too  was  from  Mrs.  Larkin  Welch's  Bible.  We  know  some  other  facts  about 
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Keziah  Wheeler  Bavis's  brothers  and  sisters.  Alfred  and  Lydia  Macy  Wheeler  settled 
out  west  and  reared  four  children:  Mary  Wheeler  Cox,  Emily  Wheeler  Osborn,  Lou 
Wheeler  Beard,  and  Alonzo  Wheeler.  About  1904  or  1905  "Aunt  Lydia"  and  Alenze 
visited  their  relatives  in  North  Carolina.  Alonzo  ran  a  mill.  Mary  Wheeler  Cox 
had  a  daughter,  Anna  Lydia  Cox,  who  lives  in  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  We  know  noth¬ 
ing  about  Austin  Wheeler.  Manlove  and  Phoebe  Beard  Wheeler  had  three  children: 

Judy  Ann  Wheeler  Hiatt,  Emily  Wheeler,  and  Sophronia  Wheeler.  This  last  child, 
Sophronia,  went  west.  William  and  Ruth  Beard  Wheeler  had  four  children:  Alonzo 
Wheeler,  Alpheus  Wheeler,  Cornelia  Wheeler  Thornton,  and  Jasper  Wheeler.  Alpheus 
Wheeler  had  a  daughter,  Bessie  Wheeler,  who  lives  in  Greensboro,  N.  C.  According 
to  certain  sources  Mary  Hannah  Wheeler  pretended  to  have  a  toothache  one  night  and 
slept  in  the  parlor.  During  the  night  she  eloped  with  Dixon  Coffin.  According  to 
records  in  the  Greensboro  Public  Library,  Henry  Wheeler  (John  and  Keziah  Welch 
Wheeler's  son)  died  November  5.  1825.  David  Wheeler  is  also  called  Elij'ah  Wheeler 
In  some  records.  It  is  said  he  drove  off  in  a  four-mule  wagon  one  day  and  was  never 
heard  from  again.  It  was  later  learned  he  settled  out  west.  Cynthia  Wheeler  married 
a  Dillon  and  settled  in  Kansas.  She  later  married  a  Redman.  Some  of  her  descend¬ 
ants  (Dillons)  visited  North  Carolina  in  1952. 

The  Wheeler  home  built  by  the  first  Manlove  Wheeler  is  still  standing  in  the 
Deep  River  Community  and  is  owned  by  Miss  Ada  Wheeler.  This  was  the  birthplace  of 
Keziah  Wheeler  who  married  William  Davis  III. 

We  have  now  reached  the  point  once  again  at  which  William  Davis  III  married 
Keziah  Chipman  Wheeler.  As  we  have  mentioned  they  were  married  October  3I»  1845* 

They  were  outstanding  members  of  the  Abbott's  Creek  community,  being  well-thought-of 
and  called  "Uncle  William"  and  "Aunt  Kizzie"  by  many.  William  Davis  III  was  the 
song- leader  at  Abbott's  Creek  Primitive  Baptist  Church.  One  saying  which  Keziah 
Wheeler  Davis  had  is  remembered:  "To  be  good  is  to  be  happy." 
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The  following  true  story  illustrated  the  good  nature  and  willingness  to  help 
of  William  and  Keziah  Davis.  A  young  lady  in  the  Abbott's  Creek  community  who  was 
not  related  to  the  Davises  was  having  a  party,  and  she  wanted  a  certain  young  man 
to  come.  She  had  no  way  to  contact  him,  but  she  knew  that  "Uncle  William"  and  "Aunt 
Kizzie"  would  visit  anyone  who  was  sick.  So  in  hopes  that  the  Davises  would  visit 
the  home  of  this  young  man  and  tell  him  about  her  party,  the  young  lady  went  to 
William  and  Keziah  Davis  and  told  them  that  the  young  man's  mother  was  sick.  The 
Davises  laid  down  their  work  and  went  to  visit  the  sick  woman.  When  they  got  to  the 
"sick  woman's"  house  they  saw  she  was  perfectly  well,  so  they  only  pretended  to  have 
come  for  a  visit.  Such  was  the  nei ghbor I i ness  of  our  ancestors. 

William  Davis  III  was  in  the  Civil  War.  (The  dates  for  this  war  were  I86I-I865.) 
The  story  has  been  told  that  one  day  his  wife  saw  him  coming  up  the  path  by  the  spring 
at  the  Davis  home,  returning  from  the  war.  As  soon  as  she  recognized  him  she  star¬ 
ted  to  shout,  but  he  refused  to  let  anybody  come  near  him  until  he  had  had  a  bath  and 
changed  his  clothes. 

After  the  war  William  Davis  was  the  miller  at  Beeson's  mill  on  Abbott's  Creek 
near  the  Davis  home.  He  fell  off  a  "footlog"  while  crossing  a  ditch  one  day  on  his 
way  home.  He  was  injured  in  some  way  and  took  pneumonia  from  this.  As  a  result,  he 
died  December  17,  1 89 1 •  While  helping  with  the  dishes  after  a  meal,  Keziah  Wheeler 
Davis  fell  and  broke  her  hip  at  the  age  of  eighty-three.  She  died  about  two  years 
later  on  M ay  21,  1908  at  the  home  of  her  son  C.  A.  Davis. 

In  I869  William  Davis  III  bought  a  tract  of  land  which  had  belonged  to  A I  I ison 
Davis.  Since  much  of  this  land  is  still  owned  by  William  Davis'  descendants  we  are 
printing  the  deed  of  this  transaction  here: 

This  Indenture  made  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Sixty  nine  between  Joseph  B.  Bodenhamer 
in  the  County  of  Davidson  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  of  the  one  part, 
and  William  Davis  of  the  County  of  Davidson  and  State  of  North  Carolina 
on  the  other  part,  Witnesseth,  That  whereas,  by  virtue  of  a  Deed  of  trust 
made  by  one  Allison  Davis  to  the  Said  Joseph  B.  Bodenhamer  on  the  Sixth 
day  of  November  a.D.  1866  to  Secure  the  payment  of  debts  due  Haley  Brown 
and  Sundry  others  as  will  more  fully  aDoear  on  reference  being  had  to  the 
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Said  Deed,  the  conditions  of  which  not  being  complied  with,  the  Said, 

Joseph  B.  Bodenhamer  as  trustee  did  according  to  the  Said  Conditions, 
expose  to  public  sale  the  prooerty  therein  mentioned,  and  hereby  conveyed. 
That  is  to  Say  one  tract  of  land  herein  after  particularly  described,  and 
the  Said  William  Davis  being  the  last  and  highest  bidder  at  the  price  of 

Two  Hundred  and  Seventy  Six  Dollars  became  the  purchaser  by  law.  Now 

Therefore,  this  Indenture  Witnesseth,  that  the  Said  Joseph  B.  Bodenhamer 
for  and  in  Consideration  of  the  Sum  of  Two  Hundred  and  Seventy  Six  Dollars 
to  him  in  hand  paid,  by  the  Said  William  Davis  the  receipt  whereof  is 
hereby  acknowledged,  hath  given,  granted,  bargained  and  Sold,  and  by 
these  presents  doth  grant,  bargain,  give  and  Sell  unto  the  Said  William 
Davis.  All  of  the  aforesaid  tract  in  parcel  of  land  lying  and  being  in 
the  County  of  Davidson  and  State  of  North  Carolina  on  the  waters  of 
Abbott's  Creek  and  bounded  as  follows:  Beginning  at  Wm.  Clinards  corner 
on  J.  P.  Traynhams  line  running  North  with  Clinards  line  37  chains  and  50 
links  to  a  stake  thence  West  1+  chains  Thence  North  with  Jane  Browns  line 
2 1+  chains  and  50  links  to  M.  Evans  line  Running  with  Evan's  line  East  to 

Evan's  Corner  on  Davis  line  Running  South  3  degrees  East  10  chains  and 

50  links  to  a  Stone  Allison  Davis  Corner  Thence  South  29  degrees  East  8 
chains  and  50  links  to  a  hickory  Stump  Thence  South  81+  degrees  East  3 
chains  to  a  walnut  Thence  South  79  degrees  East  6  chains  to  a  Stake 
Running  East  with  Wm  Davis  line  to  Solomon  Davis  corner  in  the  Ridge 
road  Thence  South  with  the  Ridge  road  a  Post  Oak  Joshua  Hedgecock  J.  P. 
Traynham's  and  Solomon  Davis  corner.  Thence  West  with  Traynham's  line 
to  the  beginning  containing  one  hundred  &  Six  acres  more  or  less. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  tract  of  land.  Together  with  all  and 
Singular  the  woods,  ways,  waters,  mines,  minerals,  improvements  and 
appertenances  there  unto  belonging  or  in  anywise  appertaining  to  him  the 
Said  William  Davis  his  heirs  and  assigns,  absolutely  in  fee  Simple  for¬ 
ever  free  and  Discharged  of  and  from  any  and  all  incumbrances  whatsoever, 
and  all  the  estate,  right  title  and  interest  hereby  conveyed,  or  intended 
to  be  conveyed,  the  Said  Joseph  B.  Bodenhamer  doth  covenant  and  agree  to 
and  with  the  Said  William  Davis  his  heirs  and  assigns,  to  warrant  and 
defend  So  far  forth  as  he  has  power  and  lawful  authority  to  Convey  and 
assure  the  Same  by  virtue  of  his  office  and  duty  as  trustee  require  and 
no  further.  In  testimony  whereof,  the  Said  Joseph  B.  Bodenhamer  doth 
hereunto  Set  his  hand  and  Seal,  the  date  first  above  written.

William  and  Keziah  Wheeler  Davis  had  three  sons  who  died  at  an  early  age  and 
were  buried  somewhere  in  Abbott's  Creek  Primitive  Baptist  Cemetery.  Their  first 
child,  a  son,  was  either  stillborn  or  lived  only  a  very  short  while.  Another  son 
William  Leroy  Davis  died  at  the  age  of  two  or  three  years.  (Note  that  he  was  the 

i°.ur.t/)  wi  1  I  iam  Davis.)  Another  son,  John  Ransom  Davis,  who  was  evidently  one  of 

as  a  result  of  his  being  in  the  Civil  War  (the  same 


the  oldest  children,  died 
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war  in  which  his  father  served)*  He  was  on  his  way  home  from  the  war  when  he  was 
noticed  by  some  of  the  Clinard  family  sitting  under  a  tree  beside  the  railroad 
tracks  in  High  Point.  When  his  mother  was  told  where  John  Ransom  was,  she  put  a 
featherbed  in  a  spring  wagon,  and  the  Davises  went  and  brought  him  home.  He  was 
overj'oyed  to  be  home,  but  he  lived  only  a  short  time.  One  source  says  he  lived 
two  days  after  that,  another  source  says  he  lived  only  an  hour.  John  Ransom 
was  twenty-one  when  he  died.  We  do  not  know  his  birth  date  or  death  date.  All 
that  we  do  know  is  the  information  which  people  remember  that  was  told  to  them. 

William  and  Keziah  Wheeler  Davis  had  two  sons  and  two  daughters,  in  addition 
to  these  three  sons  who  died  young.  The  oldest  of  these  four  children  was  Asenith 
Saphronia  Davis.  She  was  born  May  6,  I8J4.6  and  died  May  I3>  1 9 •  8 -  She  is  buried 
at  Saints  Delight  Primitive  Baptist  Church.  She  was  first  married  to  Hosea  Snyder 
who  died  when  a  young  man.  They  had  one  son.  Ransom  Snyder.  At  this  time  we  do 
not  know  where  Hosea  Snyder  was  buried.  Ransom  Snyder,  their  son,  married  Ethel 
Rebecca  Daniel.  They  had  two  childrenj  Claude  Eugene  Snyder  and  Lala  Euneve 
Snyder.  Ethel  Rebecca  Daniel  Snyder  and  Claude  Eugene  Snyder  are  buried  at  Mount 
Olivet  Methodist  Church  in  Davie  County. 

Lala  Snyder  married  Albert  Harvel.  They  had  nine  childrens  Claude  Clifton 
Harvel,  Ruby  Harvel,  Raleigh  J.  Van  Harvel,  Norman  Elwood  Harvel,  Maxine  Harvel, 
Allen  Eugene  Harvel,  Alberta  Harvel,  Albert  Harvel  and  Phy I i s  Harvel.  Albert  and 
Lala  Snyder  Harvel  are  buried  with  their  twins,  Albert  and  Alberta,  at  Waughtown 
Cemetery  in  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  Claude  Clifton  Harvel  married  Helen  Love.  They 
have  three  children;  Claude  Clifton  Harvel,  Jr.,  Nancy  Jean  Harvel,  and  Sandra 
Harvel.  Claude  Clifton  Harvel,  Jr.  married  Nancy  Todd.  They  have  three  children; 
Kimberly  Todd  Harvel,  Lori  Ellen  Harvel,  and  Cindy  Moniece  Harvel.  Nancy  Jean 
Harvel  married  Raymond  Wilkins.  They  have  three  children;  Raymond  Keith  Wilkins, 
Kelli  Harvel  Wilkins,  and  Kristie  Michelle  Wilkins.  Sandra  Harvel  married  Martin 
Cagle.  They  have  two  children;  Martin  Clifton  Cagle  and  Lisa  Darlene  Cagle.
